Residents of Antloch.Grade School 
Dlst 34 will vote next Tuesday on 
the proposal to issue $350,000 in 
bonds to provide additional class 
room, Shop, and cafeteria space. 

The request Is based on a projec- 
tion of Increased enrollment which 
Is expected to reach 522 by 1953. 
It Increased from 207 in 1044 to the 
present 420 of which 16 are tuition 
students. 

The new addition would house 
eight additional class rooms, a do- 
mestic science room, shop room and 
gym storage room and in addition 
provide additional cafeteria space. 
The bond issue will also provide a 
four-bus garage, sidewalks, and re- 
modeling of the first grade room of 
the recent addition to provide rooms 
for the principal and the teachers. 

A report distributed by the board 
of education during the past week 
sets forth the fact that the district 
has the third lowest school tax rate 
in Lake county. The. rate is $0,828 
with only Gurnee and Winthrop 
Harbor dropping below that amount.

John Littler, Llbertyvillc, man- 
ager of the Bell properties in the 
North Lake county area quoted Mr.

"This is a strange decision in the 
face of a $14,000,000 increase in 
company wage costs alone during 
the last year-and-a-half. The com- 
mission ignores the effect of such 
increasing costs on Illinois opera- 
tions. Evidently it Is trying 'by 
order* to put telephone service into 
a pigeon hole labelled, 'Exempt 
from- Inflation' — unlike other busi- 
nesses, where higher costs have in- 
escapably brought higher prices for 
transportation, milk, newspapers, 
cigarettes, and practically every- 
thing else people buy. * 

"A Tegulatory body, such as the 
Illinois Commerce Commission, must 
be twins. It must protect the pub- 
lic's pockelbook; it must also pro- 
tect the public's telephone service. 
In this Order, the public is saved 
two to three cents a day— that was 
all we asked for home service. But 
this Order, if allowed to stand, can 
have a crippling effect on our abil- 
ity to serve the public. It can im- 
pair our ability to continue, on the 
present scale, purchases and con* 
struction for service expansion and 
improvement 

Defense Project Cited 
"Some 60 national, defense proj- 
ects, which call for expenditures of 
about $16,000,000 pose a special 
problem. We will not allow this 
order to delay these even one day. 
' The military, civil defense, and de- 
fense production agencies depend al- 
most exclusively on our: properties 
and skills for their communications 
needs. And not even the risk of 
financial Instability will slow our 
efforts in their behalf. 

>"In time, of course, such a finan- 
cial strait jacket as the Commission 
seems intent on fitting on us will 
'' cut off, even for national defense 
purposes, the vital capital dollars 
which investors must furnish. 

"Our specific action in fighting 
this threat to good telephone service 
in Illinois will have to be determined 
from a study of the Order."

EDITORIAL 

The Board of Education of Antioch Consolidated Grade School 
District number 34, has asked that voters go to the polls Tuesday, 
Doc. 18, and authorize the board to issue bonds in the amount of 
$350,000.00, with which to erect an addition to the present building. 
This amount includes the cost of furnishings and equipment to put 
the addition into use. 

Under the plan, bonds would be retired $5000 In 1954; $10,000 
in 1955 and 1956; $15,000 1057 through 1964; $20,000 in 1065 and 
1060; $25,000 1967 through 1969; and $30,000 1970 through 1972. 
Rate of interest on the indebtedness is set at a maximum of 3 per 
cent, payable semi-annually. 

Plans for the new building, as conceived by Ganster and Hen- 
ninghnuser, Waukcgan architectural firm, call for the erection of 
eight new classrooms, a domestic science room for girls, a shop and 
manual training room for boys, conversion of the present first 
grade room into offices for the administrative staff, enlargement 
of the new cafeteria and kitchen, and-a new garage to house four 
busses. ? 

A mimeographed message to voters, prepared by school authori- 
ties, has been circulated under the heading "why an addition to the 
Antioch Grade School is Needed." Believing that this circular has 
not been distributed widely enough tp acquaint all voters with the 
Issues at stake, and also believing that some clarification of the 
statements contained therein is desirable, we reproduce it here: in 
part, with some editorial comment: 

"WHY AN ADDITION TO THE ANTIOCH GRADE 
SCHOOL IS NEEDED" 
There are now eleven regular rooms, and one con- 
verted storeroom, being used as classrooms in the Antioch 
Grade School (not counting the Speech Correction classes 
held in the Teachers' Room) In these eleven rooms, and 
the one substandard room mentioned above, the school b 
attempting to carry on a worthwhile educational program 
for 420 boys and girls or this community." 

Mention is made in the circular to the effect that the school 
ojstnet owns the school building formerly used by Oakland school. 
This building is in need of some small repairs, of a minor nature, 
and could be used to house two classes. Since bus transportation 
is already available, why not use this building? 

"The school enrollment is growing to such an extent 
that It will be necessary to have two sections for every 
grade by late 1952 and early 1953; Including Kindergarten, 
this would call for seventeen classrooms. Thus, consider- 
ing the fact that we have eleven regular classrooms now, 
this would mean a need for six additional classrooms with- 
in one year. Projecting enrollment figures further, there 
would be a need for three more rooms by 1955.

So, if 
meat consumption then is to be the same as now, our 
supply of meat must be raised by 3,000,000,000 pounds, 
or 13 per cent. 

Moreover, it Is widely held in medical circles that 
the desirable per capita level of consumption should 
be 170 pounds of meat a year. If this level is to be 
reached in I960, meat output must increase 6,600,000,- 
000 pounds, or 30 per cent. 

That is a goal which all the elements that make up 
our great meat industry are striving for. And it is a 
goal which probably can be reached, barring unfore- 
seen complications such as critical crop failures, if the 
meat producers and packers and distributors are en- 
couraged to do the best possible job and are left free 
to do it. In other words, it is a job which can be done 
only in a free market. That was the kind of market 
which made the very growth and existence of the meat 
industry possible. It is the kind of market which is 
undermined — and which may ultimately be destroyed 
—by systems of economic controls where government 
calls the tune and everyone must dance to It. 

In the long run, a controlled economy is always 
an economy of scarcity. We have abundance only in 
a climate of freedom.

= school and non« of them are exact; The board 'has, apparently, 
baaed it* figures on post performance alone. These figures show 
an apparent gain of about 90 pupils a year. We believe these pro* . 
Jected figures to be faulty -for several reasons, namely. in.fchat.fney 
do not take into. consideration the fact that during the period for 
which enrollment figures are ahown, two outside districts were ab- 
sorbed. This alone would show a distorted picture of future en- 
rollments.. ,. 

In addition, we are In the particular period when the greatly 
accelerated birth rate prevalent during war time la beginning to 
ahow up in school enrollment. 

Figures on future enrollment at Antloch High school, *a result 
of an exhaustive study on county birth. rates, migration trends, 
and many other factors, released last year, show that the high 
school gain in students yearly will amount to about 60 per year. 
Antloch grade school graduates accounted for 27 per cent of these 
new high school students which would indicate that 15 to 20 is a 
more nearly correct figure than the 90 claimed by the circular. 

The -figures above do not allow for the transfer of many of the 
kindergarten, pupils to St Peter's school for first grade. St. Peter's 
school experts an enrollment of about fifty in first grade for next 
year, and surely a number of these are now enrolled in kindergar- 
ten at Antloch Grade school 

If the board intends to continue to absorb outside districts as 
the projected figures would seem to Indicate, b it up to the dis- 
trict as it presently stands to prepare and pay for a building to 
educate children of districts which are not yet a part of District 34 
and may never be?

The above calculation of the cost of the addition shows what 
the building and equipment will cost in tax dollars, but docs not 
mention the increased cost of operating a larger school. With an 
abundance of room, it seems fairly certain that classes will be cut 
to minimum size and that many more teachers will be needed. The 
present cost of the educational fund Is about $78,000 annually, pro- 
vided by a rate of $6.66 per $1000 assessed valuation. Certainly 
the cost of maintaining 22 rooms will make it necessary to raise the 
levy for educational purposes to the legal limit of $9.00. This add- 
ed to the $1.62 now being paid, and the proposed $2.05 could bring 
the tax rate for the school to $12.67 per $1000, Instead of the $8.28 
now being paid. Thus the tax on a $6000 home could be as much 
as $76.02 for Antioch Grade school alone. 

In this era of rapidly rising taxation, we feel that only the most 
necessary public expenditures are desirable, and that while the 
school is in need of additional space, and must have it if a passable 
educational job is to be done, that the present plan is too ambitious, 
and that a great part of the expense is unnecessary. 

With federal defense spending taking an ever increasing part 
of the national income, this is a time to concentrate on defense of 
our country, and to try to keep public spending in other fields to 
a minimum. 

The serving of noon meals at the school is a very much worth- 
while feature, but it seems that a cafeteria which will seat 200 Is 
large enough to handle-any forseeable enrollment. Our experience 
with children leads us to believe that a youngster takes very little 
time to eat his lunch,- especially if he wants to get out and play. 
Why not provide for several shifts and save $25,0007 

. * * -- ,\ 

We are heartily In accord with the recent view in education 
that "ail work and no play makes Jack a dull boy" and that some 
amount of sugar coating must be given with the educational "pill," 
but we also believe that too much emphasis on athletics, handicraft, 
shop work, cookery and kindred things, tend to allow less time for 
the main business at hand— that of ELEMENTARY education. 

All the knowledge of the world is stored between the pages of 
books — it is there for the taking — but without the ability to read 
well, to gain intelligence from the printed page, any child begins 
life with a terrific handicap. Can skill with tools gained in grade 
school shop classes, or skill at domestic arts take the place of read- 
ing, writing or arithmetic? 

We urge that ail voters visit the polls next Tuesday. December 
18th, and express their wishes in this matter.
